The following method is useful to 
laaoh aaeood grada ebildran the di- 
viatoB of noailMn ialo balfas, tUrda, 

fourtha, aixtha, etc., and it involvee a 
principle and a way of dealing with 
that principle which later on will be 
helpful ia aolving adnuMsad problems 
in divlrioa aad parlMoa. 

Each child haa a brown paper or 
cardlioard diak which ha haa cut into 
two parta. I tell them that the 
Btrai^ Um wbiab alaada batwMn 
the nuBMrator aad denumlaitor of the 
fraction, Ib the aign of tbe cut which 
we have made in the disk, and the 
figure under tbe line ahowa the num- 
ber of piaoaa iato which the diak ia 
cut. With their paper halvea and 
inch sticks Ijefore them, I tell them to 
find one half of 4, 6, 8, 10^ U, etc. 
They mOlt flOOat OOt tha required 
number of sticks, and so place them 
on tbe balvee of their diak that the 
same number will be on each half. 
They aooa laara to do tbia quiekly 
with the area aumbera, aad tbM I 
take (Kid ones. It ia dit&cult at first 
to find OM half of 8; with one stick 
oeaaoh Bide, they hold their handa 
poised above it, not knowing where 
to put the odd stick. After letting 
them try several ways, I tell them 
that tbay amy bcaak tha atick in two, 
aad tey oaa ptoM oa aaeb baly. AfUr 
thi.s it is quite easy the half of five, 
seven, nine, eleven, etc. Aft«r the 
number facts are once learned, tbay 
BMt be kept fraab ia tha ohildnn'a 
mtoda by daily diin. 

In the same way wa iod thirds, 
fourths, sixths, and eightha of num- 
bers, the disks being cut in theae pro- 
portioM. The children after once 
maatering this principle, advance 
rapidly, and the work aeems to shed 
light on much of their later work.

take the sticks and disks and work 
>be problema with their aid, the sticks 
lapraaMting the oenta paid for the 
biSrriai. or the hours ooMumed in 
James work, and the disks divided 
into tbirda or fourths as the case may 
be. After a while they discard the 
helps and do tbe problema by reason. 
The work of partition, which is ordi- 
narily so ditncult to teach, is made 
qoila ainpla by thia owthod.— Beaaie

"Next spring, the secretary of agri 
culture will distribute throughout the 
country young trees as well as gar- 
den seeds. Authority for thia nrw 
departure was secured at a rei'«<iit 
seBsion of congress, and an appropria 
tion was inade in thejbudget for the 
coming year. The garden se»»d dis- 
tribution haa l>ean tlir subject of no 
end of ridicule, and there is no doubt 
that a gruat deal of money i.s wasted 
in that way, Imt it is noverthoipss one 
of the most popular fei\tnr<'s of our 
paternal government, ami nietnhers of 
congress recogni/e its iKiliti.'al iuipor 
tance to such an extent that uo argu- 
ment can induce tliem to abolish or 
abridge it. The distribution of trees, 
however, is Secretary Wilson's own 
idea. The people of tnis country have 
been cutting down the natural forests 
with so much recklessness that it has 
beeome naceaaary to start artificial 
oneB. The division of forestry of the 
of the agricultural department has 
made a survey of the country ami has 
ascertained the particular trees which 
thrive beat ana are most useful in 
each locality. According to the pro- 
gramme for the distribution of treea, 
Mit TMr a given number of seedlings 
will oe allotted to each member of 
tba houae of repraeentativee, who will 
be adnd to furnish a list of oonstit- 
uenta to whom he would like to have 
them aent. The agricultural depart- 
ment will do the reat. The Beedlings 
will be grown in the propagating 
housea and forwarded to their desti- 
nation with specific InBtractions aa to 
how they should be planted and cared 
for. In this way Hr. Wilson expeota 
to start several million new treM

An effort is going to be made by 
tbe county superintendents of sohodia 
of Illinois to keep Ixiys on the farms. 

The fact has been brought out .that 
attendance at country schools' is da- 
creaaing because the boys leave the 
farms for the cities at an early age. 
The plan determined upon was to 
have agriculture taught in country 
schools. It is believed that if farm 
work is made a achool atud^ tbe boy 
will have more interaal ia it and more 
respect for farming aa a profeasion. 
One trouble about the farm ia the' 
farmer. He rarely realiziM that hia ' 
boy of 18 or 20 wishes to be iudepan- 
dent. He works like a hired man, 
doing all the disagreeable unrenumor- 
ative "chorea" about the place, and 
then is compelled to ask for money M 
a favor. Mr. Samuel W. Allerton aaya 
that if a boy ia given ten or twenty 
acres of hia own he will take a manly 
interest in farming. He will have 
BOiathing to work for, aad ha will 
hava BMMwy to Mva, apaad or iavaat 
aa he likes, the same as (Le ueighlx)r'n 
boy who works in the city. No doubt 
the boya is beat off on the farm, free- 
er, happier, healthier, more truly in- 
dependent.
